Gale force winds were felt at 
Woglan Lighthouse, about 16 
miles from Hongkong, carly je- 
day, 

A statement issued from the 
Royal Observatory at 9.30 am.

HE road from Beni to Mam- 

basa (so named by the old 
Arab slaye traders In memory 
of the port of Mombnsa) is so 
narrow and tortuous that 
ordinarily it is only open on 
alternate days of the week in 
each direction, but on Sundays 
you can drive elther way — at 
your own risk, 

Having camped one Saturday 
night on the edge of the great 
forcat, we decided to sct off very 
early next morning in the hope 
that we should cover the 70-odd 
miles before meeting any other 
vehicle. 

Almost at once this narrow 
ribbon of track dived, lke a 
railway entering a tunnel, be- 
neath immense trees whose

ably turs, may give rise to can- 
cers of the skin, a9 in petroleum 
workers or chimney sweeps. Ke-

these factors, plus something 
else as yet unidentified, and we

even wilbout these factors, can= 
cera develop, . 

Research on mice has shown 
that sumo are susceptible to can- 
cer ond others aro not. It has 
shown also that in mice, the can- 
cer tendency ts hereditary, But 
wo are not ready to say that 
cancer In man ts invariably an 
inherited tendency, — Statistical 
evidence sy fur uvallable does nut 
bear out such a cuntention, 

Cancer is knuwn Ww be closely 
reluted to a group of hormones 
or Jaternal seerctuns, the steroid 
bormones; these which alfvet 
the breast, the uterus and the 
Pivestate, Some vf hess have 
been used with some effective. 
ness in treatment of cancers of 
these organs. The — -cancvr- 
producing — effect of these hu- 
mones Increases with age. Bul 
thelr exact functioning Js not 
fully understood.

Ness in human cancer pauents, 

Scientists ure closing-in en the 
eancey cuuse mystery, We necd 
much more information than we 
have, but itus wrong to believe 
that we know nothing about can 
cer, Perhaps the most important 
thing wo have Jearned, is to pul 
vur knowledge to use us fast us 
It is established, so that without 
waiting for full enlightenment, 
we are already saving many 
thousands of cancer patients with 
the knowledge we have.
